flood waters had been eli¬ 
minated, and that the recent 
downpours had been so 
thoroughly cheeked that ,ro 
damage at all had been done 
this season. Many other 
property owners and resi¬ 
dents along Baldwin, and on 
other streets, formerly swept 
by waste water du ri n g 
storms, have commented on 
the absence of overflows 
this year in the lower sec¬ 
tions of the city. 

Today the City of Sierra 
Madre uses about 2300 acre 
feet of water a year, and 
the co.st today, based on sev¬ 
eral sources, will run from 
$42 to as high as $84 per 
acre foot. 

In a good year the spread¬ 
ing basins will .spread ap¬ 
proximately 3000 acre feet of 
water, however the State 
Waterma.ster does not give 
full credit for this spreading 
and discounts such things as 
natural loss, that which 
would have precolated na¬ 
turally and leakage in the 
dikes underground. Sierra 
Madre generally keeps a 
surplus in the Watermaster’s 
book of around 2000 acre 
feet, which must be used as 
we go along or will be 
swiped away. 

It has been e.stimated by 
those that seem to know, 
and I for one would not 
argue with them for a min¬ 
ute, that the savings to 
Sietra Madreans over the 
past 48 years would be in 
the vicinity of over $1%-mil¬ 
lion . . . Your City Govern¬ 
ment certainly had fore¬ 
sight in those days.

Could Gouge Business 


Business faces a serious threat from an initiative 
targeted for the November ballot supported by the power¬ 
ful Califortiia Teachers As.sociation and the California 
State Employees Associatian, both pledged to ’gatlier sig¬ 
natures. This is the so-called Tax Simplicity Act, spon¬ 
sored by the California Tax Reform Association, dedicated 
to use the tax system to redistribute income. The CTRA 
plan is billed as an alternative to the Jarvis H, quali¬ 
fied for June. It funds personal income tax relief aver¬ 
aging $329 to 92 per ceint of the taxpayers. Revenue-' is 
rccou{iod by a corporate tax hike from 9.6 to 12 per cemt, 
denial of deductions such as accelerated depreciation and 
liome interest, and by higher taxes on the wealthy. If 
both Jarv'is H and the CT.RA plan pass, the CTRA plan 
would make up a portion of the Jarvis H revenue loss. 
Jarvis II cuts income tax rates but does not protect de¬ 
ductions.

Utility and service repair 
people are driving me up the 
wall! When I tell them that 
I work and cannot be home 
ail day to wait for them 
to repair the furnace, the 
gas lines, ho dryer or other 
miracles of modern living 
tlic-y act deeply shocked, as 
if I am the first woman who 
ever worked full-time. Most 
of my friends work, too, ana 
all of us have problems jug¬ 
gling doctor appointments, 
car repairs, school counsel¬ 
ing sessions and service re- 
I'uir appointments along 
with a 9-to-5 work day sche¬ 
dule. Only food stores, phar¬ 
macies and a few other busi¬ 
nesses are open evenings. 
V/hon will other services 
begin to accommodate the 
needs of working women?

Answer: 

It does seem remarkable 
that with half of all Ameri¬ 
can women in the labor 
force, service hours are not 
adjusting more quickly to 
.accommodate changing life¬ 
styles. 

.Some changes in com¬ 
munity services which seem 
found and workable arc 
being suggested. Repa.ir ser¬ 
vices couid schedule and 
ketp appointments are mu¬ 
tually agreed upon times 
and during evenings. Doc¬ 
tors and dentists, especially 
at clinics, could schedule 
some evening hours. Public 
transportation systems could 
be ro-structured for part- 
time workers and those on 
flexible schedulss. 

Some small husines s e s 
liave become overnight suc¬ 
cesses by simply offering to 
do any and all household 
chores requested of them. 
Workplaces, too, have begun 
to offer women flexible sche¬ 
dules, paid sick leave for 
family illnesses and per¬ 
sonal leave time. Perhaps 
the greatest concern of wo¬ 
men has not boon addressed

at all adequa.tely, however — 
that is, the indisputable 
need for industry-sponsored, 
government-subsidized child 
care centers on the job site 
and throughout the com¬ 
munity. 

These are not unreason¬ 
able suggestions. You could 
ask private and business or¬ 
ganizations of women to pro¬ 
mote these changes in com¬ 
munity services and work¬ 
pieces.

If you want 
us to handle tiling tor you, please bring us your $15.00 check made payable to "Los Angeles 
County Clerk. Our forms and filing services are tree, as explained above. It the records need to 
be searched there is a $2.00 charge. 

All Fictitious Business Name Statements filed or retiled during the year 1974 will expire 
On December 31, 1979. It you filed your statement during 1974, California law reguires you to 
prepare a new statement and file it with the County Clerk before December 31, 1980. If the 
information in your new statement is different from the Information which was in your 1974 
statement, the law also requires that the new statement be published In a legally qualified 
newspaper. The law provides that "the newspaper selected for the publication of the state¬ 
ment should be one that circulates in the area where the business is to be conducted." (Sec. 
17917 — Business and Professions Code)

The signs at ihe entrance 
to Eaton Canyon warned 
that it was an animal pre¬ 
serve . . . that all the wild 
things there w'ere protected.

One evening close to dusk 
we spotted a' young coyote 
beginning its nightly hunt 
in the dry arroyo bottom. 
Two other figures noticed it, 
too, as it sniffed around 
rocks and bushes. The two 
large dogs bounded down 
the sandy bank after the un¬ 
suspecting coyote. With i n 
second.s they were nearly 
close enough to devour it? 
They began to sink their 
teeth into is hind legs as the 
coyote tried to escape their 
attack. Somehow it man¬ 
aged to squirm loose and 
run across the sandy arroyo 
. . . the dogs in hot pursuit! 
Twice They nearly caught the 
frighened, young coyote as 
it skidded around hushes

and roc’rcs, feverishly at¬ 
tempting to escape its at¬ 
tackers. Either it was its 
.skillful dodging that al¬ 
lowed it to escape the two, 
large dogs ... or perhaps 
it was the far off whistle 
of the owner — who either 
didn’t know or didn’t care 
aboiik his dogs’ bt'havior — 
that called the dogs off. In 
any event, it was a close 
call for the young coyote . . 
. . . a situation that never 
should have existed! 

Yet time and again I’\'e 
...een this same type of thing 
portrayed by German Shep¬ 
herds and other large dogs. 
Yet, it really' doesn’t matter 
wliat kind they are when 
they chase the coyo t c s, 
ground squirrels, rabbi t s, 
and other wildlife. Obvious¬ 
ly, their owners hadn’t cared 
enough about their dog’s be¬ 
havior ... or tile law they 
were breaking! 

Fortunately, many dog 
owners ARE responsible, ana 
DO care about their dog’s 
behavior. In my mind, the 
best way for all to share the 
bea,uty of Eaton Canyon, and 
to preserve the wonders of 
it as a refuge for all wild 
animals ... is to keep the 
dog happily on its leash!
